G.S.R. 665.— Whereas certain draft rules further to amend 
the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, were published, as re- 
quired by sections 12 and 33 of the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 
1940 (23 of 1940), at pages 331 to 350 of the Gazette of fndia. 
Pail II, Section 3, Sub-section (i) dated the 18th February, 1976, 
under the notification of the Government of India in the Minis- 
try of Health and Family Welfare (Department of Health) No. 
G.S.R. 86(E), dated the 18th February, 1976 inviting objections 
and suggestions from all persons likely to be affeccd thereby, 
before the expiry of three months from the date on which 
the copies of the Official Gazette containing the said notifica- 
tion were made available to the public ; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 24th February, 1976 ; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from 
the public on the said draft have been considered by the 
Central Government ;

Now, therefore, in exercise, of the powers conferred by sec- 
tions 12 and 33 of the said Act, the Central Government, after 
consultation with the Drugs Technical Advisory Hoard, hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Drugs and 
Cosmetics Rules, 1945, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics 
(First Amendment) Rules, 1977, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica- 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. (i) in rule 67-A, after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule 
shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(3) If the original licence is either defaced, damaged or 
lost, a duplicate copy thereof may be issued on pay- 
ment of a fee of one rupee and twenty-five paise’ ; 

(ii) in rule 96, in sub-rule (I), to clause (v), the following 
shall be added, namely : — 

“NOTE 

(1) In he case of drugs manufactured’ by a continuous 
process, like manufacture of magnesium sulphate, 
pharmaceutical chemicals etc., the production resulting 
in one homogeneous mix of the finished products 
shall be considered as one “Batch”. 

(2) In the case of powders, liquid orals, ointments, etc., 

one “Batch Number” shall be assigned to all the 
containers filled from one homogeneous bulk. 

(3) In the case of tablets, capsules, lozenges, troches, etc. 

one "Batch Nu mber" shall be assigned to the products 
manufactured from one homogeneous mix ready for 
compression or filling. 

(4) In the case of parenteral preparations sterilized by 

steam under pressure, one "Batch Number” shall be 
assigned to all containers filled from one homogeneous 
bulk solulion and sterilized in one sterilizer load. 

(5) In the case of containers of parenteral preparations 

filled from one homogeneous bulk solution and ste- 
rilized in more than one sterilizer load, the “Batch 
Number” assigned to the containers in the different 
Sterilizer loads shall be the same “Batch Number” as 
is assigned to the homogeneous bulk solution, pro- 
vided the samples taken from all the sterilizer loads 
pass the sterility test, and are kept separate from 
one another until the report of the sterility lest is 
available. 

EXPLANATION : — For the purpose of chemical and 
other tests, representative samples from all containers 
filled from the homogeneous bulk solution should be 
taken. 

(6) In the case of parenteral and other sterile products 

filled ascptically, a “Batch Number” shall be assigned 
to all containers filled from one homogeneous mix 
during one filling operation, the filling operation being 
completed in a period of not more than a day and 
during which no scheduled change in the filling as- 
sembly is made. 

When containers are filled from one homogeneous mix, 
in a number of filling operations, the “Batch Number” 
assigned to the containers filled in individual filling 
operations shall he the same “Batch Number" as is 
assigned to the homogeneous mix, provided the sam- 
ples taken from all the different filling operations 
pass the sterility tests, and are kept separate from 
one another until (he report of the sterility test is 
available. 

EXPLANATION : — For the purpose of chemical and 
other tests, representative samples from all containers 
filled from the homogeneous mix should be taken, 

(7) In the case of medicinal gases produced by a con- 

tinuous process of operation a week’s production 
from one tank load shall be considered as Batch". ;

Standards for patent or pioprietnry medicines 

I . Test for disintegration to be complied wilh by the 
manufacturers of patent or proprietary medicines in 
the form of tablets : 

li) A patent or proprietary medicine, marketed in the 
form of a tablet and intended to be swallowed as 
a whole, when subjected to a test as prescribed in 
the current edition of the Indian Pharmacopoeia 
for the time being in force, shall disintegrate in 
not more than thirty minutes, if it is not coated 
and in not more than 60 minutes, if it is sugar 
coated or film coated, 

(ii) In case the tablet referred to in paragraph (i) has 
an enteric coating or a coating designed to have a 
similar purpose, it shall not disintegr ate when im- 
mersed in simulated gastric juice for three hours 
but shall disintegrate In simulated intestinal juice 
in another one hour : 

Provided that in case any manufacturer wants to 
manufacture tablets whose disintegration time 
may be longer than that prescribed above, he 
shall apply to the Licensing Authority giving 
sufficient reasons before permission to market 
such tablets may be granted ; 

Provided further that the patent or proprietary 
medicines marketed as sustained release 
tablets, vaginal tablets or tablets meant to be 
sucked or chewed or tablets meant for veteri- 
nary use, shall not be required to conform to 
the test for disintegration mentioned above”.

G.S R, 671.— In exercise of the powers conferred hy the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President here- 
by makes the following rules regulating the method of re-

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied, 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marri- 
age and there aie other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order for reasons tit be recorded in writing, relay any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect of any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving : — -Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to he provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes. Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Cen- 
tral Government from time to time in this regard.

4. Disqualifications : No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person. 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
(hat such marriage is permissible under personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule, 

5. Power to relay : Where ihe Central Government Is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do it may by 
order, for reasons to be recoided in writing, and in consul- 
tation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving : Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Schedul- 
ed Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders Issued by the Cen- 
tral Government from lime to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 674.— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Clause (d) of sub-section (2) of section 19, read with sec- 
tion 458, of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, 
namely : — 

CHAPTER I 
PRELIMINARY 

1. Short title and Commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Shipping Development Fund Committee (Death- 
cum-Retirement Gratuity) Rules, 1977. 

(2) The shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the official Gazette - . 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to full-time em- 
ployees of the Shipping Development Fund Committee (in- 
cluding those absorbed in public interest) but shall not apply 
to :— 

(i) casual and non-regular employees ; 

(ii) Government servants and others employed on depu- 
tation terms ; 

(iii) employees on contract basis ; 

(iv) employees on dally wages ; and 

(v) re-employed persons. 
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3, Definitions : In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requites. — 

(a) “Accounts Officer’’ means the Accounts Officer of 
the Committee ; 

(b) ' Chairman" means the Chairman of the Committee; 

(c) "Child" means a child of the employee who, if a 
son, is under eighteen years of age and if a daugh- 
ter, is unmarried and is under twenty-one years of 
age and the expression “children" shall be construed 
accordingly. 

(dt Committee" means the Shipping Development 
Fund Committee constituted under section 15 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958) ; 

It-) ''emoluments" means emoluments defined in rule 15; 

(f) “Form’’ means a Form appended to these rules ; 

(g) "Government” means the Central Government ; 

(h) 'minor” means a person who has not completed the 
age of eighteen years ; 

(1) “qualifying service” means service rendered while on 
duty in the employ of the Committee but shall not 
include extra-ordinary leave granted to an employee 
except under conditions specified in rule 8 ; 

G) “Secretary" means the Secretary of the Committee ; 

(It) words and expressions used herein and not defined 
hut defined in the Fundamental Rules have the 
meanings respectively assigned to them in those 
Rules. 

CHAPTER II 
GENERAL CONDITIONS 

4. Regulation of claims to death-cum-retirement gratuity 
Death- cum -Retirement gratuity shall be regulated by the 
provisions, of these rules in force at the time when an employee 
retires or is retired or is discharged or is allowed to resign 
fiom servee or dies, as the case may be. 

5. Full Dcath-cum-Retirement Gratuity subject to approved 
seiviec. — 

(1) Fall death-cum-retirement gratuity admissible under 
rule 17 shall not be sanctioned to an employee unless the ser- 
vice rendered by that employee has been approved by the 
Chairman as satisfactory. 

(2) If such service has not been satisfactory, the Chairman 
may mate such reduction in the amount of the death-cum- 
retiremeni gratuity, as the Chairman may think proper. 

(3) The Chairman reserves to himself the right of with- 
holding death-cum-retirement gratuity or a part thereof, 
whether permanently or for a specified period, and or orde- 
ring rcco.ery from a dcath-cum-rctirement gratuity of the 
whole or f art of any pecuniary loss caused to (he Committee, 
if in any departmental or judicial proceedings the employee 
is found guilty of grave misconduct on negligence during the 
period of, his service. 

CHAPTER III 
QUALIFYING SERVICE 

6. Commencement of qualifying service. — Qualifying ser- 
vice of at employco shall commence from the date he" takes 
charge of the post to which he is first appointed by the 
Committee. 

7. Condition subject to which service qualifies. — 

(1) The service of an employee shall not qualify unless 
his duties and pay are regulated by the Commiltee or under 
conditions determined by the Committee. 

(2) Fes the purposes of sub-rule (1) the expression 
‘sendee' means service under the Committee and paid by tbe 
Committee from the Shipping Development Fund. 
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8. Counting of periods spent on leave. — All leave during 
which leave salary is payable shall count as qualifying service. 

Provided that in the case of extraordinary leave, the Sec- 
retary or the Chairman may, at the time or granting such 
leave, allow the period of that leave to count as qualifying 
service if such leave is granted to an employee — 

(a) on medical certificate; or 

(ii) due to his inability to join or rejoin duty on account 
of civil commotion. 

9. Counting of periods of suspension. — Time passed by an 
employee under suspension pending enquiry into conduct shall 
count as qualifying service where, on conclusion of such en- 
quiry, he has been fully exoneruled or the suspension is held 
to be wholly unjustified; in other cases, the period of suspen- 
sion shall not count unless the authority competent to pass 
orders expressly declares at the time that it shall count to such 
extent as that authority may declare. 

10. Forfeiture of service on dismissal. — Dismissal or re- 
moval of an employee from service under Ihe Committee shall 
entail forfeiture of his past service. 

11. Counting of past Service on reinstatement.-— (1) An 
employee who is dismissed, removed or compulsorily retired 
from service under the Committee, bill is reinstated on appeal 
or review, shall be entitled to count his past service as qualify- 
ing service. 

(2) The period of interruption in service under the Com- 
mittee between the date of dismissal, removal or compulsory 
retirement, as the case may be, and the date of reinstatement, 
and the period of suspension, if any, shall not count as 
qualifying service unless regularised as duty or leave by a 
specific order of the authority which passed the order of 
reinstatement. 

12. F.ffects of Interruption in Service. — (1) An interruption 
in the service of an employee shall entail forfeiture of his 
past service except in the following cases, namely : 

(a) authorised leave of absence; 

(b) unauthorised absence in continuation of authorised 

leave of absence so long as the post of absentee is 
not filled ; 

(c) suspension, where it is immediately followed by re- 

instatement, whether in tire same or different post, or 
where the employee dies or is permitted to retire or 
is retired on attaining the age of compulsory retire- 
ment while under suspension ; 

(d) joining time while on transfer from one to another. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sbb-rule (I), the 
Chairman may, by order, commute retrospectively the periods 
of absence without leave as extra-ordinary leave. 

13. Condonation of Interruption in Service.— (1) Tbe Com- 
mittee may condone interruptions in the service of an emp- 
loyee : 

Provided that — 

ti) the interruption have been caused by reasons beyond 
the conli ol of the employee; 

(ii) the total service excluding one or more interruptions, 

if any, is not less than five years’ duration; and 

(iii) the interruption, including two or more interruptions, 

if any, does not exceed one year. 

(2) The period of interruption under sub-rule (1) shall not 
count as qualifying service. 

14. Verification of Qualifying Service. — Accounts Officer 
shall, in accordance with rules of the Government for the 
time being in force, verify the service rendered by an employee 
and determine the qualifying service, 

CHAPTER IV 

EMOLUMENTS AND AVERAGE EMOLUMENTS 

15. Emoluments.— The expression “emoluments” means the 
amount which an employee was receiving before his retire- 
ment or on the date of his death at monthly rates as ; 
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(i) Ihc pay, other than special pay or pay granted in view 

of his personal qualifications which has been sanc- 
tioned lor a post held by him substantively or in an 
officiating capacity or to which he is entitled by 
icason of his position in a cadre, and 

(ii) special pay and personal pay, and 

(iii) any other emoluments which may be specially classed 
as “emoluments" by the Committee. 

Note : 1. — If an employee immediately before his retire- 
ment or death while in service had been absent from duty on 
leave for which leave salary is payable or having been re- 
instated without forfeiture of service, the emoluments which 
he would have drawn had he not been absent from duty or 
suspended shall be the emoluments lor the purposes of this 
rule : 

Provided that any Increase in pay (other than the increment 
referred to in Note 4 ) which is not drawn shall not foim 
part of his emoluments, 

Note 2. — Where un employee immediately before his 
retirement or death while in service had proceeded on leave 
for which leave salary is payable after having held a higher 
appointment whether in an officiating or temporary capacity, 
the benefit of emoluments drawn in such higher appointment 
shall be given if it is certified that the employee would 
have continued to hold the higher appointment but for his 
proceeding on leave. 

Note 3. — If an employee immediately before his retire- 
ment or death while in service has been absent from duty 
op extra-ordinary leave, or had been under suspension the 
period wheieof docs not count as service, the emoluments 
which he drew immediately before proceeding on such leave 
or being placed under suspension shall be ihe emoluments for 
the purposes of this rule. 

Note 4.--Tf an employee immediately before his retire- 
ment or death while in service was on earned leave, and 
earned an increment, which was not withheld during the cur- 
rency of the earned leave not exceeding one hundred and 
twenty days, or during the first one hundred and twenty days 
of earned leave exceeding one hundred and twenty days, such 
Increment, though not actually drawn, shall form part of 
his emoluments. 

16. Average Emoluments. — Average emoluments shall he 
determined with reference to the emoluments drawn by an 
employee during the last ten complete months of his service. 

Note 1. — If during the last ten complete months of his 
service, an employee had been absent from duty on leave for 
which leave salary Is payable or having been suspended had 
been reinstated without forfeiture of service the emoluments 
which he would have drawn had he not been absent from 
duty or suspended shall be taken into account for de'ermining 
the average emoluments : 

Provided that any increase in pay (other than increment 
referred to In Note 3) which is not actually drawn shall no: 
form part of his emoluments. 

1 Note 2. — If during the last ten complete months of his 
service, an employee had been absent from duty on extra- 
ordinary leave, or had been under suspension (he period 
where of docs not count as service, the aforesaid period of 
leave or suspension shall be disregarded in the calculation 
of the average emoluments and equal period befo e the leu 
complete months shall be included. 

Note 3.— In the case of an employee who was on earned 
leave dining the last ten complete months of service and 
earned an increment, which was not withheld, during the 
currency of the earned leave not exceeding one hundred and 
twenty days or during the first one hundred and twenty days 
of earned leave exceeding one hundred and twenty days, such 
increment, though not actually drawn, shall be included in 
the average emoluments. 

CHAPTER V 

DFATH-CUM-RETIRFMENT GRATUITY 

17. (1) An employee who has completed five years’ quali- 
fying service shall on his retirement or on discharge or on his 


being allowed to resign be granted death -cum -retirement gratu- 
ity equal to one-fourth of the emoluments for each completed 
six monthly period of qualifying service subject to a maximum 
of 161- times the emoluments : 

Provided that the amount of dcath-cum— retirement gratuity 
payable under this rule shall, in no case exceed thirty thousand 
rupees. 

(2) If an employee dies while in service after completing 
five years’ qualifying service, the amount of death-cum-retire- 
ment gratuity shall he equal to 12 times of his emoluments 
or the amount determined under sub-rule (1), whichever is 
higher, and il shall he paid to his family in the manner indi- 
cated in rule IB. 

(3) fa) If an employee dies in the first year of qualifying ser- 
vice, a dcath-cnm-retlremcnt gratuity equal to two times of 
his emoluments at the time of his death shall be paid to 
his family in the manner indicated in sub-rule (1) of rule 18; 

(b) If an employee dies after completion of one year of 
qualifying service but before completing five years of qualify- 
ing service, the amount of death-cum-retirement gratuity shall 
be equal to six times of his emoluments. 

14) No recovery shall be made out of the dcath-cum-retire- 
ment gratuity payable to an employee, who at the time of the 
death, while in service or at the time of retirement, was an 
unmarried employee or a widower or a widow and had no 
child or children including legally adopted children. 

(5) The emoluments for the purpose of death-cum-rctirc- 
ment gratuity shall be subject to a maximum of one thousand 
eight hundred rupees per mensem and shall be reckoned in 
accordance with rule 15 : 


Provided that if the emoluments of an employee have been 
reduced during the last ten months of his service otherwise 
than as penalty, average emoluments, as referred to in rule 
16 may, at the discretion of the Chairman, be treated as 
emoluments, 

(6) For the purpose of this rule, ‘family’ in relation to 
an employee means — 

ti) wife or wives, in the case of male employee ; 

(ii) husband, in the case of a female employee; 

(iii) sons including step sons and adopted sons ; 

tiv) unmarried daughters including step datigh’ers and 
adopted daughters ; 

(v) widowed daughters including step daughters and 

adopted deughters ; 

(vi) father 1 including adoption partnes in the case of 

V individuals whose personal law permits of 

(vii) molher J adoption ; 

(viii) brothers below the age of eighteen years deluding 
step brothers ; 

lix) unmarried sisters and widowed sisters inch. Eng step 
sisters ; 

(x) married daughters ; and ' 

(xi) children of pre-deceased son. 


1R. Persons to whom Gratuity is payable.— 

(1) (a) The gratuity under rule 17 shall be paid to the 
person or persons on whom the right to receive the gratuity 
is conferred by means of a nomination under the rule 20 ; 

(b) If there is no such nomination or if the nomination 
made does not subsist, the gratuity shall be paid in the 
manner indicated below ; 

(i) If there are one or more surviving members of the 
family as in clauses (i), fii) T (iii) and (iv) of sub- 
rule (6) of rule 17 to all such members in equal 
shares ; 
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( if) if there are no surviving members of the family as 
in sub-clause (i), but there are one or more mem- 
bers as in clauses (v), (vi), (vii), (viii), (ix), (x) and 
(xi) of sub-rule (6) of rule 17 to all such members 
in equal shares. 

(2) The right of a female member of the family, or that 
of a brother, of an employee who dies while in service or 
after retirement to receive the share of gratuity shall not be 
affected if the female member marries or re-marries or the 
brother attains the age of eighteen years, after tho death of 
the employee und before receiving her or his share of the 
gratuity. 

(3) Where gratuity is granted under rule 17 to a minor 
member of the family of the deceased employees, it shall 
be payable to the guardian on behalf of the minor, 

19. LAPSE OF DEATH-CUM-RETTREMENT GRA- 
TUITY — Where an employee dies while in service or after 
retirement without receiving the amount of gratuity, and 
fa) leaves behind no family; (b) Has made no nomination; 
or (c) the nomination made by him does not subsist; the 
amount of dcath-cum-rctircment gratuity payable to him 
under rule 17 shall lapse to the Committee. 

20, NOMINATIONS — (i) An employee shall make a nomi- 
nation in Form 1 or Form 2, as may be appropriate in the 
circumstances of the case, conferring on one or more persons, 
the right to receive the death-cum-retirement gratuity pay- 
able under rule 17 ; 

Provided that if al the time of making the nomination — 

(i) the employee has no family, the nomination may 

bo made in favour of a person or persons or a 

body of individuals, whether incorporated or not; 

(ii) the employee has a family, the nomination shall 

not be in favour of any person or persons other 

than the members of his family. 

(2) If an employee nominates more than one person under 
sub-rule (1), he shall specify in the nomination the amount 
of share payable to each of the nominees in such manner 
as to cover the entire amount of gratuity. 

(3) An employee may provide in the nomination— 

fi) that in respect of any specified nominee who pre- 
deceases the employee, or who dies after the death 
of the employee but before receiving the payment 
of the gratuity, the right conferred on that nominee 
shall pass to such other person as may be specified 
in the nomination : 

Provided that if at the time of making nomination the 
employee has a family consisting of more than one member, 
the person so specified shall not be a person other than a 
member of his family : 


Provided further that where an employee has only one 
member in his family and a nominalion has been made in 
his favour, it is open to the employee to nominate alternate 
nominee or nominees in favour of any person or a body of 
individuals, whether incorporated or not ; 

(ii) that the nomination shall become invalid in the event 
of the happening of the contingency provided there- 
in. 

(4) The nomination made by an employee who has no 
family at the time of making it, or the nomination made 
by an employee under the second proviso to clause (i) of 
sub-rule (3) where he has only one member in his family 
shall become invalid in the event of the employee subse- 
quently acquiring family, or an additional member in the 
lamily, as ,the case may be. 

(5) An employee may, at any time, cancel a nomination 
by sending a notice in writing to the Secretary : 

Provided that he shall, along with such notice, send a 
fresh nomination made in accordance with this rule. 

(6) Immediately on the death of a nominee in respect 
of whom no special provision has been made in the nomi- 
nation under clause (ij of sub-rule (3) or on the occurrence 
of any event by reason of which tho nomination becomes 
invalid in pursuance of clause (ii) of that sub-rule. the 
employee shall send to the Secretary a notice in writing 
cancelling the nomination together with a fresh nomination 
in accordance with this rule. 

(7) (a) Every nomination made (including every notice of 
cancellation, if any, given) by an employee under this rule 
shall be sent to the Secretary. 

(b) The Secretary shall, immediately on receipt of the 
nomination referred to in clause (a), counter-sign it indi- 
cating the date of receipt and keep it under his custody. 

(e) The Secretary may authorise Administrative Officer to 
counter-sign the nomination forms of employees who are 
not in the rank of officers. 

(d) Suitable entry regarding receipt of nomination shall 
be made in the service book of the employee. 

(8) Every nomination made, and every notice of cancel- 
lation given by an employee shall, to the extent that it is 
valid, take effect from tho date on which it is received by 
the authority mentioned in sub-rule (7). 

21. INTERPRETATION— 

If any question arises relating to the interpretation of these 
rules, it shall be referred to the Central Government for its 
decision, who shall decide the same.
